The new characters in this chapter have a running theme going on with their names. 


[Zmaarmig] Kimura (AAD - Village of Trees’ - A pretty common Japanese surname. It may or 
me may not have been picked to match ‘Komori’. The kimura-gumo is a spider native to 
% | Southeast Asia belonging to the Heptathelinae subgroup of spiders. 
Z| — Hateurou (#88) - 'First Boy' — The first born male; naming children by numbers used 
to be popular in Japan. 
Jirou (REB) - ‘Next Boy' - Since he was born after Hateurou; his name fits with his 
brother's. 
Komori (/)\#&) - ‘Little Forest! - May have been picked to match 'Kimura.! Akamune 
also calls his brother ‘hikikomori' (page 42) which means ‘recluse’. Also, komori-gumo 
is a kind of Wolf Spider belonging to the Lycosidae subgroup of spiders. In the 
Japanese Spider-Man manga, the main character went by the name Yuu Komori, 
and it's possible that the surname was also meant to reference that manga. 
Akamune (3¢ 5) -'Red Breast’ - The Japanese name for the Ummellata subgroup of 
spiders. 
Himeko (i8-F) - 'Princess' - Fitting with the formal, snobby attitude of the character 
as well as her clothes. It is also the Japanese name for the Theridiidae group of 
spiders, more commonly known as Cobweb Spiders. 
Sara (##E) -'Sal Tree' - Is the Japanese name for the Linyphiinae subfamily of 
spiders, more commonly known as Hammock or Sheetweb Spiders. 
Saeao (#%) - 'Bamboo' - In addition to the plant, it is also the Japanese name for 
the Oxyopidae family of spiders, more commonly known as Lynx Spiders. 
Yamashiro Azuch! (WU$% #82) - Yamashiro! means ‘a mountain castle’, and ‘Azuchi' 
(or ‘Adzuchi’ is the name of a famous castle built by Nobunaga Oda between 
1576-1574. ‘Yamashiro’ is also the Japanese name for the Scytodidae family of spiders, 
more commonly known as Spitting Spiders, while 'Azuchi' is also the name of a type of 
spider. 
Regarding Neko Manma: Neko manma is a traditional Japanese dish of dried bonito 
and white rice. Its name literally translates to Cat's Rice’ in English, and Akamune | 
and his family refer to the dish by using its literal English name.

Directly translated, 'kumo otoko' means ‘spider mart, which bears an 
unfortunate resemblance to the name of one of Marvel's most recognizable 
superheroes. As a result of this, many sentences were rephrased to preserve 
the serious tone of the scene.

Kiss of the Spider Woman (Kumo-onna no Kiss - #1#&C )-A) - The only one 
of the three books that has an English translation, it was written in Spanish in 
1476 by Argentinean author Manuel Puig. It later spawned a Broadway musical 
and an Oscar-nominated movie of the same name. lm 
‘The Spider's Thread (Kumo no Ito - ##E 0) 4) - A children's short novel by Ryuunosuke Akutagawa 

(FIL FBIM) about a criminal who goes to hell after his death. A spider he once saved (the only good deed 
in his life) lowers a spider thread down from heaven to him so he can escape the underworld. However, he 
refuses to help other criminals follow him up out of selfishness, and therefore gets dropped back down into hell. 


A Spider-Demon's Justice (Jorougumo no Kotowari - # #1 OB) — A series of novels released as recent as 2006 
by mystery writer Natsuhiko Kyougoku (Ft 317). It seems to be a set of whodunit type of murder stories 
without any actual spiders in it. The name is a bit troublesome to translate—a ‘jorougumo' is a fictional 
spider-like monster that can transform into a beautiful woman.
